AH adults who received the first three injections of poliomye¬ 
litis vaccine prior to and during the year 1958 are now due for 
their booster injection These may be had free of charge at 
any of our Well Baby Clinics. 


These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents legarding feeding, training and general ear** 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
clnation taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the

It is also true, as J. D. Campbell of the provin¬ 
cial government vocational department said recently, 
that 70 percent cf the jobs available today are classi¬ 
fied as “skilled.” That is, they are openings for stu¬ 
dents who have a minimum of two years’ training be¬ 
yond grade 12. 

Mr. Campbell says the obvious deficiency in 
labor has been filled, up to now, by immigrant labor. 
The problem remains with what’s to be done with 
the thousands of unskilled workers who reach the 
saturated labor market with a grade eleven education 
or less. 

One of the most obvious and satisfactory an¬ 
swers is for parents to see that their children obtain 
senior matriculation, and further training beyond 
that level if at all possible. The children and the 
country will be the better for it

Trachoma is the greatest single threat to the world’s good 
sight. An estimated 500 million people, one sixth the population of 
the earth, are afflicted with this serious eye disease. All of them 
suffer visual defects of one kind or another. To msny trachoma 
brings progressive loss of sight. On some it inflicts total blindness. 

Yet if treated soon enough 
trachoma Is a relatively easy 
disease to cure, as the pictures 
of the little Indian girl above 
show. On the left she appears 
while still suffering from tra¬ 
choma — eyes secreting and 
squinted witl 


blindness in the United States, 
and 14 percent In England. In 
England 13,000 people have lost 
their sight through glaucoma, 
30,000 in the United States. 

Alnd so it goes around the 
w o r Id. The human and eco¬ 
nomic damage blindness and 
partial blindness inflict on the 
world are beyond computation. 
In the United States alone year¬ 
ly cost of welfare services and 
relief payments for the blind 
is estimated at $350 million. 

It was in recognition of the 
urgent and global scope of the 
problem that the 109 Member 
States of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization selected “Preserve 
Sight — Prevent Blindness" as 
the theme for the celebraUon 
April 7 of “World Health Day”, 
the 14th anniversary of the 
United NaUons specialized a- 
gency’s foundation in 1948. 

In his message for the an¬ 
niversary, WHO’s Director Gen¬ 
eral Dr. M. G. Candau says; 
“On this World Health Day I 
would urge governments, health 
administrations and people 
everywhere to review what is 
being done and what could be 
done to prevent needless loss 
of sight. The knowledge is there 
—it remains to apply it on a 
wide enough scale to protest 
the sight of millions who, with¬ 
out this help, are doomed to 
darkness.” 


pain, vision al¬ 
ready impaired. On the right 
she appears after a few weeks 
treatment with antibiotic oint¬ 
ments — pain gone, eyes and 
vision clear. 1 

This little girl’s case might 
be taken as symbolic of the 
problem of blindness around the 
world. For not only trachoma 
but the great majority of all 
infectious diseases of the eye 
that cause complete or partial 
loss of sight can be cured If 
caught in time. Better still, 
most can be prevented before 
they even begin. 

There are some 10 million 
blind people in the world today. 
About 650,000 of them are 
children. Many researchers put 
the figures even higher, at a- 
round 15 million and one mil¬ 
lion respectively, say. But all 
agree fully two-thirds of this 
darkness need never have 
occurred. 

Trachoma, smallpox, onchoc¬ 
erciasis, vitamin deficiency, cat¬ 
aract, glaucoma, and accidents 
are the great cause of most 
blindness. Glaucoma, is respon¬ 
sible for 11.6 percent of all
